It is interesting that when the Yates family moved from Mississippi 

to Arkkansas, the Mcsvinty family moved westward from veorgéa - both 
families settled in Marie Saline Township of Ashley county. A township 
is a six mile sauare chunk of land - thus the Yates and the McGinty 
families were rather close neighbors, for the day - “I N" -~ Issac 
Newton was listed as 14 years of age in 1960 and Ann Elizabeth, his 
future wife was listed as 12. Both aves check quite closely with the

As I wrote I would in early May, I queried the Arkansas 

‘ Historical Commission for any additignal information the Commission 
may have had with reference to your father. The Commission replied 
that it had no record of Isaac Newton Yates. 


My paternal grandmother, Sarah Chappel Cameron had & younger 
brother, Coleman Chappel, who had been in the Confederate Army and was 
killed in combat - one of those fights that took place here, there 
or other places after the Surrender in Virginia. I wrote the National 
Archives and Records Service in Washington, requesting any information 
she Service had with reference to Coleman Chappel. 


In two or three weeks I received some 30 copies of various 
Seciekte, muster rolls, etc. pertaining to him. He had enlisted in 
the 3rd Arkansas Infantry in June of 1861. Apparently his regiment 
was moved to Virginia ra-ther shortly and eventually became part of 
General Lee's Army of Northern Virginia. In the early June, 1864 
pattie of Cold Harbor, Virgina, where General Lee's forces whipped 
General Grant's forces, Coleman Chappel received a serious neck wound 
a nee) a day or so later in a Confederate mgePLNaS in Richmond,

Years ago, Max was a student at both the Army and the Navy 
War Colleges ~ he became interested in the War Between the States 
and bought a set of Douglass Freeman's authoritative works on that 
Ware Freeman makes the statement that at the time of the surrender, 
many of the Confederate units and headquarters burned their records 
to keep them from falling into the hands og General Grant. That may be 
the reason we have only the one Muster Roll of Isaac Newton Yates - 
and none beyond June of 1864 on Coleman Chappel. 


Two brothers of Ann Elizabeth McGinty Yates - Thomas J.

We now have notes from the 1850 and 1860 Copiah County 
Mississippi and Ashley County census showing Isaac Newton Yates as a 
child of four and fourteen - and Ann Elizabeth McGinty as a child of 
12 - of the 1880 census of Columbia County, Arkansas (Magnolia Township) 
listing Papa-grandpapa Isaac Newton Yates and his "first family", 

and: the 1880 census (1860 and 1870 censuses also) of Hoboken, New 
Jersey listing Max's paternal grandparents, his father and his various 
aunts and uncles. It is amazing how much information can be dug 
up, here there and the other place - but it sure takes time and a lot 
of letter writings The censuses are mico-flimed by county - sometimes 
two or three counties on one microfilm roll. If the roll is "full" 
it takes about three hours to "read" it on a special machine. 


Had a sweet letter from Lennie last month. In her last 
previous letter she had written she might have to have surgery, but 
now she hopes te be able to avoid it. While she said in her letter that 
she was feeling pretty good now (she underscored the word "now").« But 
sort of reading "between the lines", I rather guess she is not doing as 
well as she could wish. Nila Hargett, daughter of William Joseph Yates, 
is doing a lot better, she says ~ although I've not seen her lately. 
It turned out that she had a broken hip joint that was bothering her 
terribly - but the surgery seemed to have straightened our that trouble: 
She had to use a “walker” for a while - one of those four legged metallic 
gedgets used in place of crutches sometimes. 


Max and I have been doing reasonably well and keeping 
quite busy- The summer has been hot - but off and on we've had enough 
rain to keep things pretty green. The Arizona Ash trees we planted in 
our back yard some fifteen years ago got so dense they had to be severely 
trimmed back last week - so they look sort of naked now. It was 
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necessary to trim them severely because the leaf~growth had gotten 
so heavy some of the bigger branches were breaking in high winds and 
heavy rainse After one heavy rain, we discovered one limb was 
rasting on the ppwer line lead to the house. (when I make a typing 
mistake I “paint” over it instead of trying to erase the error; it 
is quicker and doesn’t look quite as bad as an erasure). 


4 We have had a "lead" ~ as yet unverified - that my 
father’s father - Isaac Cameron, said to have been born in Phiiadelphia - 
was e2ee in the Confederate Armp. - The National Archives and Records 
Service in W ashington furnished me copies of some Gonfederate 
records, relating to a man of the same initials and name same last 
name, but so far we've not been able to definitely identify him as 
my Grandpa Cameron. The man whose record we were furnished 

sure had hard luck» The first regiment in which he enlisted in 
Arkansas got captured, lock, stock and barrel when the *Yanks* 
captured Ft. Donelson on the Mississippi River; however, the Yanks 
traded: him off for one of their men the Confederates held, so he came 
out ok» He went back home and enlisted in another Confederate 
outZit and got captured again - this time they sent him to = prisoner 
of war camp near Chicago and then “paroled” him and gave him back to 
the Confederates in Virginia. The difference between “exchanging” 
for another man and a parole is considerable, as I recall. If a man 
Was exchanged he could join-up again if he wanted to. If her was 
"paroled" he could not do that ~ and, if after being paroled he 

was again captured, the going got tough and he might well be shot!

I don't mean to become a correspondence "pest" ~- and 
he pe that you will not resent my queries as to the Yates Family- 
Because of the information I've gotten so far, l"ve become intensely 
interested in the family history, and with my husband, have done 
some researching. 


Ag I think I explained, our Public Library has an 
arranzement whereby one can rent for a most moderate aégount a 
microfilm of most any census of most any county in the U. S. 
Some of the old census ere not available - having been destreyed 
by fires, fleods and the like. In some cases, the pages are 
damaced to the extent they are not lecible —- hence the ricrofilm is 
not lecrible. But by and large, they are quite useable. On learning 
thet your father and Ann Elizabeth had been married in Ashley County 
of Arkansas, we “rented” the 1860 and 1870 census microfiims. They 
recorded the Thomas D. ~ Sarah Yates Farily, as I wrote you a few 
days amo. The 1860 census did not record John Yates nor Josephine 
Yates; nor Joe Yates; it did, however, record a James M, aze 12. 
It showed that Thos. DG. Yates was born in North Carolina, and 
that Thomas J. (16), I. N. (14), Jdmes M. and “F.E." (10) were born 
in Mississippi, while Mary C., azed 1 year was born in Arkansas. 


Because Isaac N., our "orogenitor” was dhemas being 

born in Covington County, Mississippi and our Library had@ on hand 
of microfilm of the 1°50 Covineton County census, we ran that through 
the viewinc machtne - ~ no Thos. De~Sarah family listed! However, 
there were several listinzs, that to say the least, were intriguing! 
It has never been unusual for an older widower to marry a much 
younger woman; our 82 year former Mayor did just that recently! 
My next door neishbor "is raising a second farily” » just as Isaac 
Newton tates did- And the father of my *best Gal friend” did so 
many, many years ago. The ave of Thos- DL. Yates suczests that he 
had “two fanilies" also. 


The 12850 Covineton census lists a William B. Yatesy 
aze 30, with a wife and five children. In 1°50, Thomas D. Yates 
would have been 53 - -.

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The Yates Family Bible records that Isaac Newton ‘fates 
the third ison of Sareh D. Ainsworth Yates (b. Cetober ®, 1°21; 
a. September 8, 1900) was born in Covington County Mississippi, 
November 2F, 1°45. He died in Sibley, webster County (Parish) 
Lonisisna 21 March, 1906. 


Isaac Newton Yates married Ann Elizabeth McGinty in 
Ashley County, Arkans sas February 15, 1846. 


Ann Elizabeth McGinty was born in Muscogee County, veorgia 
February 2, 1848, the daugnter of William Jones Mcsinty and 
Martha Davidson MeGinty; granddaughter of Thomas Mevinty and 
Sarah Vextleberry McGinty. In the late 1850's, the William 
Jones McGinty family migrated from Georgia to northwest Louisiana, 
just south of the Arkansas border; the widowed Thomas crossed 
into Arkansas and died there. 


The Isaac Newton Yates family came to San Antonio, Texas 
in 182 or early 1883; a son was born to Ann “Elizabeth in June 
of 1823. She died in San Antonio in January 1884. The widowed 
Isasc Newton subsequently returned to Louisiana and remarried.

According to family tradition, Isaac Francis Cameron 
wss born in Philadelphia, the son of a marine shippine family.

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OUR GRANDPARENTS -- WILLIAM BASIL (W. B.) AND VICTORIA ANN YATES 


William Basil (W. B.) Yates (Jr.) was born August 25, 1850, to 
William Basil (Sr.) and Martha (Patsy) Bullock Yates. 


Victoria Ann Yates was born February 10, 1847 to Samuel and Rebecca 
Polk Yates. _ 

Both came from from large families -- 17 or 18 children. Both 
families lived in what was then known as the Watts Beat in the southern 
part of Covington County. The relation of the two families is still 
not known. ‘ 


W. B. and Victoria were married in 1870 and lived for a while 
near her parents. In November of 1873, W. B. was elected Constable of 
Beat:.fwo::in Covington:County and assumed that office in January of 1874. 


By 1880 W. B. and Victoria had moved to Copiah County near Martins- 
ville. The census that year lasted five children: John W.-8, Samuel-6, 
Martha Jane-5, Alice Eraine-3, and Mary May-2 months. : 


The family, was active in Spring Hill Baptist Church of Copiah County 
for many years. Victoria's name appears in the History of Spring Hill 
Church as being active in the local WMU. When the Union Baptist Association 
met for its 65th Annual Associational Meeting in 1885, W. B. Yates was 
disted as a delegate from Spring Hill Church. 


In the fall of 1888 and 1889 when the Pearl Leaf Association 
(comprised of Covington, what is now Jeff Davis, eastern Lawrence, and 
northern Marion counties) met, W. B. was a participant on the program. 

We do not know what church he was representing. Elder W. B. Yates is 
listed as preaching the afternoon sermon on September 29, 1888. The next 
year, September of 1889, when the association met at Williamsburg in 
Covington County, Elder W. B. Yates gave the correspondence from Fair 
River Association, preached the Sunday afternoon message at the Methodist 
Church, and was appointed to the Foreign Missions Committee. 


In 1889, at the age of 39, W. B. entered Mississippi College. For 
two years (1889-90 and 1890-91) he is listed as a ministerial student at 
Mississippi College. 


Around 1901 or 1902 W. B. was ordained to the gospel ministry by 
Spring Hill church. He was the only member of Spring Hill Church to be 
ordained during the first one hundred years of the church's history. 
"Bro Yates was our long-winded prayer heister. He often prayed for ten 
minutes or longer, and increased the volume with each succeeding word." 
(History of Spring Hill Baptist Church 1860-1960). 
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In 1902, W. B. Yates was pastor of New Hope Baptist Church in 
Lawrence County. 


In 1908, 1915, and 1916 he attended Copiah Baptist Association as 
a messenger from Spring Hill Church. In 1916 he was on the Associational 
Finance Committee. 


In March of 1912, W. B. and Victoria's address was Route 4, 
Wesson. We have in his handwriting a notice offering a reward for 
finding and returning a lost yearling. 


According to the 1910 census, Victoria had given birth to 14 
children. The oldest, John W., died before his ninth birthday. Lider 
Bell died as a child also, before she was eight. Robert Rea died as a 
young man of 19 or 20. And Willie Rowan lived to be only 17 or 18, 
leaving a husband and young son. Apparently two unnamed children died 
as infants.

998, Pascagoula, MS 39568-0998 if you would like a copy of the paperwork. Itis listed as case #890. 


We have not been able to find an obituary for Adeline, since we do not know what last name she may have died with. She may have been a 
Davis, a Mrs. Adeline Davis is mentioned as a surviving sister in Leo Livaudais' obituary in 1955. 


Charles Phillip Enoul De Livaudais and Pauline Adeline Livaudais are buried in unmarked graves in Griffin Cemetery in Moss Point.
